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story of North Eastern Metrostars 


In only it’s short existence, North Eastern MetroStars have become one of 


Australia’s most successful Football clubs. 


The club’s history dates back to 1994, 
when a meeting in a snack bar saw 
the merging of ex-patriots of the West 
Side Calabrian Club and the East Side 
Eagles, all who shared a common 
dream. 


The dream; to create the best soccer 
club in Australia. 


Red and Yellow would be the colours, 
the traditional Sicilian symbol, The 
Trinacria would be the logo (to repre- 
sent their alliance with the Sicilian 
Club), and Sam Settecasi would be 
president; the Metro Knights were 
born. 


Committee members included 

Peter Pipicella, Andrew Perrone, Tony 
Taormina, Ady DiBartolo, Frank Calipari 
and Rob Rende and the requirement 
was that the passion for good value 
soccer and love of the game would 
always be the driving force behind the 
Club. 


The Metro Knights aimed to set the 
standard for all other soccer clubs, 
whether it be their uniforms (stripes 
were chosen under the advice that 
they are threatening to the opposi- 
tion), the standard of coaching or the 
standard of players, the Knights would 
always be the benchmark. 


The club began to play in the 
South Australian Amateur Soccer 
League and in the South Australian 
Womens Soccer League in 1995. 


Metro Knights finished second in their 
first year but this was not enough to 
quench the thirst for success that the 
club stood for. 


The Knights finished first in the 1996 
season and were promoted to Division 
1 in the Amateur League where they 
continued to finish in the top three. 


After an invitation by the South 
Australian Soccer Federation (SASF) in 
1999 to then join the State League, 
the Knights, changed their name to 
North Eastern MetroStars, and did the 
unprecedented with promotion to the 
Premier League in their first year. 


It did not take long for success to 
come to MetroStars, with the club 
winning their first Premier League Minor 
Premiership in 2003. 


In 2004, the club created history, with 
triple success in claiming the Premier 
League Championship, Minor Premier- 
ship and Federation Cup title. In only 
five years of Federation soccer, the 
club went from a new member to the 
highest pinnacle in the local game. 


In 2006, MetroStars became the first 
club to become a member of the 
newly formed Football Federation SA 
(FFSA). 


MetroStars secured its second Federa- 
tion Cup in 2008, and in season 2009 
the club won it’s second Premier 
League Championship. 


The club enjoyed a period of major 
success when they won the Premier 
League Minor Premiership in 2009, 
2010, 2011, 2013 and 2014. 


In 2012, MetroStars secured the 
double by winning the Premier League 
Championship and Federation Cup. 


The highest honour the club has won 
came in 2014, when 20 years since 
formation, MetroStars claimed the 
National NPL Championship with a 1-0 
victory over Bonnyrigg White Eagles in 
Sydney. 


In 2016 and 2017, MetroStars won 
back to back Federation Cup titles. 


MetroStars have participated in the 
2015, 2016 and 2017 FFA Cup major 
rounds. 


The club has produced many talented 
players who have gone on to play 

in the National competition and 
overseas. 


The success of the Stars continues 
today, with the senior teams and junior 
teams never failing to produce first 
Class soccer. 


The culture of the club has been firmly 


implanted, MetroStars will always strive 
to be the best soccer club in Australia.

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2020 In Review - Seniors 


Expectations were high at the start of 2020 as MetroStars were considered strong 


contenders for the title in what would be their 25th Anniversary season. 


Coach Rob Saraceno added 
Joshua Mori (Raiders) and Kyle 
Crout (Para Hill Knights) to an 
already strong squad. The 
pre-season fixtures saw the team 
secure 6 wins from 6 games, 
scoring an incredible 25 goals. 


The 2020 National Premier Leagues 
season began with a false start 
with a surprising loss at home to 
Adelaide Olympic (0-3). The squad 
bounced back in spectacular 
fashion the following week with a 
ruthless 8-0 win over Cumberland 
United at A.A. Bailey Reserve. An 
outstanding goal from Luis Bened- 
etti opened the scoring, followed 
by goals from Joshua Mori (2), Chris- 
tian Esposito (3), Dylan Smith and 
Fabian Barbiero. 


A bumper crowd at T.K. Shutter 
Reserve witnessed an exciting 1-1 
draw with Adelaide City, Christian 
Esposito’s equaliser cancelling out 
Marcos Flores’ opener. Early goals 
from Rocky Callisto and Dylan Smith 
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were enough to earn us a comfort- 
able home win over Adelaide Blue 
Eagles (2-0) before the devastating 
effects of COVID-19 brought the 
league season to a halt. 


Following an agonising 3 month 
hiatus, Football South Australia gave 
the go ahead for competition to 
resume. Fans were treated to an 
instant classic upon the restart, an 
Esposito brace and a Joshua Mori 
hat-trick helping MetroStars to a 
pulsating 5-4 win over Adelaide 
Comets under the lights at T.K. 
Shutter Reserve. Frustrating draws 
with Para Hills Knights (0-0) and 
Raiders (1-1) followed. 


Metro rose to the occasion with an 
away win over reigning champions 
Campbelltown City, Tom Strain 
returning to haunt his former club 
with the only goal. This game saw 
coach Rob Saraceno give debuts 
to youngsters Ariath Piol and William 
Mitev, the former becoming the 
youngest ever senior debut in the 


clubs history (DIMI PLEASE CHECK 
THIS). A home draw (2-2) with a 
depleted Adelaide United youth 
side preceded an away loss to 
Croydon Kings at Jack Smith Park 
with A-League bound Domenic 
Costanzo grabbing a brace 
following Esposito’s opener. 


An emotional victory over Modbury 
Jets followed, with a guard of 
honour and video tribute to the late 
Dino Polisena. Timm Henderson got 
Metro going early before a terrific 
Nahuel Bonada hat-trick earnt him 
the Man of the Match award as 
well as the inaugural Dino Polisena 
medal. 


A severely depleted Metro team 
went down to league leaders 
Adelaide Comets (1-4) at the SA 
Athletics Stadium. Two goals in 
stoppage time earnt us a come

from behind win at home to Para 
Hills (3-2) and Dylan Smith and 
Nahuel Bonada goals earnt us a 
good win away to Adelaide United 
(2-0). Captain Michael D’Aloisio 
opened the scoring against his 
old club as MetroStars thumped 
champions Campbelltown City 
5-1 at T.K. Shutter Reserve. Bonada 
(2), Mori and Esposito were all on 
the scoresheet as Metro put out a 
statement to the rest of the league. 


A stoppage time equaliser denied 
us a win at Raiders (1-1) before 

a humbling defeat at home to 
Croydon Kings (1-5) as we struggled 
for consistency. Rob Saraceno’s 


side rose to the challenge and 
responded 4 straight wins, starting 
with a 5-1 victory against strug- 
gling Modbury Jets. Victories over 


Adelaide Olympic (3-1), Cumber- 
land United (3-1) and Adelaide City 
(2-1) brought MetroStars just points 
off top going into the last round of 
the regular season. 


Unfortunately it was one step too far 
as we fell short as we went down 

2-1 to Adelaide Blue Eagles at 
Marden Sports Complex. Tom Strain 
put the visitors ahead inside half an 
hour before falling to a resurgent 
Blue Eagles side playing only for 
pride. The result meant we dropped 
down the ladder and finished 3rd 
and would face Adelaide City at 
home in an Elimination Final. 


The club bowed out in the first week 
of finals, conceding two first half 
goals and a red card to Anthony 
Solagna was too much of a hurdle 
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to overcome. A spirited second half 
display saw Christian Esposito give 
us hope but Adelaide City broke 
away to make the score 4-1 and 
ended our season 278 days after it 
began in what was a difficult and 
challenging year for the club.

Commemorative Logo in 2020 


North Eastern MetroStars launched a new commemorative logo ahead of the 


club’s 25th year anninversary. 


The club began to play in the South 
Australian Amateur Soccer League 
(SAASL) in 1995 and later joining the 
South Australian Soccer Federation 
(SASF) in 1999. 


With Para Hills Knights already in the 
league, the SASF requested that 
MetroStars find a new name. 


Following a meeting in New York in 
1999 with Charlie Stillitano, then the 
General Manager of the MLS club 
New York/New Jersey MetroStars (the 
club now known as the New York 
Red Bulls), the two clubs formed 

a verbal agreement to grow the 
Metro brand and the Klemzig club 
was to be renamed the North 
Eastern MetroStars. 
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The logo was designed to take 
elements of the original MetroStars 
logo, while highlighting the 25 years 
of the club's existence. 


The five stars at the bottom of the 
badge represent the five Federa- 
tion Cup wins. 


The three stars at the top represent 
the three South Australian champi- 
onship wins and the big singular 
star representing the club’s National 
Championship win in 2014. 


The club used this commemora- 
tive logo throughout the National 
Premier Leagues SA and Junior 
League in 2020.

One of the great community men, 
Dino will always be remembered. 
He was a true gentleman and we 
all were gifted with your friendship.

Theo Doufos retained the Reserves’ 
Player of the Year Awards with his good 
performances on the field this season, 
whilst Jayden Spruyt and Luke Frangakis 
shared the Player’s Player award. 


Ariath Piol was awarded the club’‘s 
David Menechella Rising Star Award 
for his impressive season, notching 
up 3 appearances in the First Team 
whilst continuing his good form in 
the Reserves and Under 18 sides. Piol 
also took out the Golden Boot in the 
Reserves. 
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Jackson Fortunatow capped off 
a superb season in the Under 18’s 
by taking out the Best and Fairest 
award, while Abbas Habib was 
voted as the winner of the Players’ 
Player award. Francesco Schimizzi 
took out the Golden Boot award. 


Joe Mastrantuone was awarded 
the Metro Knights Dino Polisena 
Perpetual Award. The award, which 
is selected by the previous year’s 
recipient, is about paying tribute to 
those who often unselfishly sacri- 
fice themselves for the good of this 
club. The award is only awarded 
to a non-paid individual who has 
been involved with our club for the 
past 12 monihs. It is a recognition 
for services of and individual over 
and beyond expectations.

Current coach Rob Saraceno, and former players Steven De Giovanniello, Mark 


Graham, Steven Grelli, Bill Misailidis and Damien Stam received their Life Member- 


ship from the Football SA. 


Steven Grelli made his senior debut 
for Adelaide Galaxy (now West Torrens 
Birkalla) in 2004. 


Then MetroStars coach Mike Barrnett 
brought Grelli to TK Shutter Reserve 
in 2009 and helped the team to the 
League Championship and Minor 
Premiership. Two more Minor Premier- 
ships were added as well as becoming 
MetroStars Club Champion in 2010 
and winning the Sergio Melta Medal 
in 2011. 


Work commitments took Grelli to 
Northern Demons for the 2013 season 
where he won the State League Player 
of the Season. 


Grelli returned to MetroStars the following 
year and won a second Club Champion 
award in the clubs greatest year to 
date. Steven helped Metro win another 
minor Premiership, reach the Grand 
Final and bring back the 2014 NPL 
National Championship. 


Grelli played his final season at Adelaide 
Comets, helping them to the 2016 
Federation Cup Final. 


Grelli played a total of 169 matches 
for MetroStars and scored 21 goals. 


Nathan Day made his senior debut 
in 1992 for the now defunct Enfield 
City. In his first season he scored 7 in 
goals in 17 appearances. 


From there Nathan moved to West 
Adelaide to play in the National Soccer 
League where he made 18 appeati- 
ances. He also represented Sydney 
United and Adelaide City in the National 
League. 


Nathan joined MetroStars in 2001 under 
coach Mario Boffa. In his time at the 
club he would score an incredible 44 
goals in 67 appearances and helped 
the club win the Minor Premiership and 
the Pre-Season Cup in 2003. 


Day would then go onto spells with 
Adelaide Olympic, Modbury Jets and 
Para Hills Knights before finishing his 
career at Adelaide Comets. 


Nathan scored an increbile 128 goals 
in 297 SA top flight appearances and 
is regarded by many as one of the 
most talented South Australian players. 


Port Pirie born defender Bill Misailidis 
made his senior debut for Omonia 
in 1991 before a succefull spell with 
Port Adelaide Lions. 


From there Bill, moved to West 
Adelaide to play in the National 
Soccer League where he made 18 
appearances. He also represented 
Gippsland Falcons in the National 
League. 


Misailidis joined MetroStars in 2002 
under coach Mario Boffa. He 
helped the club to the an amazing 
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treble in 2004 which saw the club win 
the Premiership, Championship and 
Federdation Cup. 


Bill was named Club Captain in 2005 
and was inducted as a Life Member in 
2006 at MetroStars. 


He departed the club in 2006 and 
finished his playing career at Savoy 
Soccer Club in Port Pirie. 


Bill Now spends his time running the 
Football Star Academy with his wife, 
Maz, and mid this year returned to the 
club to take over the Reserves Coach 
role. 


Mark Graham, the ever reliable 
defender coined MetroStars in 2003 
under coach Mike Barnett. In his time 
at the club he helped the club to the 
an amazing treble in 2004 which saw 
the club win the Premiership, Champi- 
onship and Federdation Cup. 


Graham went on to play 58 matches 
for MetroStars and scored two goals. 


Rob Saraceno made his senior 
debut in 1995 in the State League for 
Adelaide City and finished his debut 
season with 18 appearance, scoring 
3 goals. 


He went onto to make a further 141 


BIEIEMISAIEIDIS 


appearances with the Black and 
Whites, including 6 appearances in 
the National Soccer League. 


Saraceno went on to have spells with 
Raiders and Modbury Jets before 
finishing his playing career at White 
City Beograd. Rob spent four years at 
Frank Mitchell Park, making 58 sppear- 
ances and scoring12 goals. 


Saraceno then coached White City, 
taking over as Head Coach in 2011 
before departing the club 2013. 


After a break from the game, 
Saraceno joined MetroStars in 2015 as 
an Assistant Coach to Michael Pirone. 
During this team the club reached the 
last 16 of the FFA Cup. 


Saraceno eventually took over as 
Head Coach midway through 2016. 


In his time at TK Shutter Reserve, 
Saraceno has led the club to consec- 
utive Federation Cup wins in 2016 and 
2017 and has qualified for the Prelimi- 
nary Final three years in a row. He 
recently coached his milestone 100th 
game in charge of the club. 


Saraceno is currently as the second 
most coached matches at MetroStars 
with 128 games. 

Steven De Giovanniello joined the 
club in 2001 after commencing his 


career with Adelaide City in 1995. 


He went on to play 19 matches for 
the club and scored two goals. De 
Giovanniello left the following year to 
play for Campbelltown City. 


De Giovanniello finished his career 
with 306 matches and scored 50 
goals. 


Damian Stam joined MetroStars in 
2006 and played two seasons at the 
club. He started his career in 1993 with 
Campbelltown City, before retiring 
after the 2011 season with Adelaide 
Hills. 


Stam played 22 matches and scored 
1 goal for MetroStars, and finished with 
314 total matches and 22 goals.

In the first leg of the Semi Finals, 
MetroStars came up against second 
placed Modbury, and went down 

1-0 in the first half. In the second half, 
MetroStars tried in vain to score, but 

in the 58th minute, Modbury took a 
2-0 lead. In the dying minutes of the 
match, Francesco Schimizzi managed 
to pull a goal back. 


In the second leg, Metrostars needed 
to score early goals to try and qualify 
direct for the final, but couldnt 
manage to get past the determined 
Modbury goalkeeper who was having 
an outstanding match. 


And then the miracle arrived, with 
three goals in the space of 7 minutes, 
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first with Piol scoring in the 73rd minute, 
and a few minutes later, Schimizzi 
scored from the penalty spot to give 
MetroStars a 3-2 lead on aggregate.

Fast with a natural flare. That is how 
former MetroStars under-18 coach 
Nigel Gill remembers Taras Gomulka. 


Gomulka, who made his A-League 
debut with Adelaide United against 
Brisbane Roar, spent three seasons 
with MetroStars. 


His talent was quickly recognised and 
Adelaide United's Youth team signed 
him in 2018. 


But Gill, said those at MetroStars 
always knew the rising star would be 
unlikely to remain part of their clulo 
long-term. 


“He was really talented and just 
balanced as a soccer player,” Gill 
said. 


“He was able to implement what we 
were trying to do, then he would put 
his own creative spin on it.” 


“MetroStars would've benefited from 
Taras sticking with them, however, 
everybody recognised that he was 
very talented and we only wanted the 
best for him.”
